days. I do not k now whether he got

it from his doctor* or whether his 
doctor* got it from him. I suspect 
h* pick ed up p art of what some 
doctor told him once and made it 
a current coin of speech. 
Like all the phrases the man in 
the street make* his own it is v ery 
graphic and apt, and lik e all his 
phrase* it* v ery aptness giv es him 
a somewhat false sense of optim­ 
ism about the success of the pro­ 
cedure it describes. 


“ Some Shot*" 


At any rate he goes to doctors 
and he get* "some shots." He gets 
them for ev erything, it seems to 
me. Ev ery third person in my 
neighborhood 
is 
getting 
"cold 
shots.” 
A friend of mine in Cali­ 
fornia contracted poison oak and 
"went and got some shots." One of 
my v ery young relativ es is "get­ 
ting shots" to mak e him grow. My 
mail is full of inquines as to what 
I think of "shots” for ev erything 
from falling and graying hair to 
pimples. Doesn’t anybody giv e 
a 
plain, old fashioned prescription 
any more — to be tak en "three 
times a day before meals in 
a 
little water” ? 
Not that I object, you under­ 
stand. Oh, I may feel some slight 
sense of indignity to the memory 
of Francis Rynd of the Meath 
Hospital, Dublin, who, iq 1861 in­ 
v ented that noble medical instru­ 
ment, the hypodermic syringe. The 
procedure used to be called "a 
hypodermic injection,” then it be­ 
earn* "hypos” and now "shots.” 


Hy podermic Injection 


The hypodermic injection was 
used in Francis Rynd’s day for p a­ 
tient* who couldn t hold any medi­ 
cine on their stomachs, or for 
rapid action. Then there were in­ 
troduced into medical science some 
substances that could not be giv en 
by mouth because they we ie de­ 
stroy ed by the stomach juices. The 
first of these and still one of the 
most useful was diphtheria anti­ 
tox in. 
Then came typhoid v ac­ 
cine. Then insulin for diabetes. 
And lateat penicillin. 
All this is perfectly legitimate, 
but the curious thing is that the 


medical profession 
more higi..y 
prizes the substances— new inven­ 
tion*—that can br 
absorbed by 
mouth, such as liv er ex tract for 
anemia, and the sulfa drugs. There 
are literally hundreds 
of doctor* 
today experimenting to 
try to find 
an insulin that can 
be taken by 
mouth. Think what a 
boon it would 
be to the millions of diabetic 
pa­ 
tients who hav e to tak e a hy po­ 
dermic injection ev ery day . 
In general the absorption of 
a 
medicinal substance when 
taken 
by mouth is more gradual and 
complete than when 
taken by hy ­ 
podermic or into the blood stream. 
Less is casted and the effect last* 
longer. 


An Advantage of “ Shot*" 
One adv antage of the us# of 
"shots" to the doctor is 
that the 
patient has to k eep coming 
and 
the doctor has 
a better chance to 
observ e and control him. 
But what 
a waste of time! 
As to the relativ e v alue of the 
manifold v arieties of "shots" that 
are giv en nowadays, I do not be­ 
liev e I wish to put my opinion 
on 
record at the prei-ent fateful 
mo­ 
ment in the world’s history. 
As I 
hav e indicated abov e there are 
legitimate reasons for using 
them. 
They seem to be particularly fre­ 
quently used in the three 
most ac­ 
tiv e fields of recent medical re­ 
search—allergy, endocrine 
glands 
and v itamins. 
We used to hav e a bishop who, 
ev ery time I heard him preach, 
managed to drag in the quota­ 
tion— 
"I shot an arrow into the air 
It fell to the earth 
I k new not 
where." 
Many 
of these medical shots 
land in equally vague territory .
